London and Weſtminſter, before the Thirtieth day of this inſtant June.

be Rings molt Excellent Pajelty, fo? pzebention of ill conſequences which 
map enſue by the frequent reſo2t and abode of Disbanded Officers and Soul - 
diers of the late Army in and about the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, the 
Suburbs thereof, and places adjacent, hath thought fit, by and with t*e 
Aovite of His Pziby Council, to renew and continue His foꝛmer P2oclama- 
tions in this behalf: Anddoth by this His Royal P2oclamation publiſh and 
declare, and alſo ſtraitly Charge and Command, That all and every perſon 
* and perſons having been heretofoze an Officer oꝛ Souldier ſerving in any the 
Armies of the late Uiſurped Powers, and habe been Disbanded, Caſhiered, oꝛ turned out of the 
fame, who are not under Impꝛiſonment, oꝛ other legal reſtraint, oꝛ have not their conſtant Ha⸗ 
bitations and Families within the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, oz the Suburbs thereof, o: 
who cannot pꝛoture o2 obtain a Licence from His Bajeſty, the Lozd General, oz one of Vis 
Pajelties Pzincipal Secretaries of State, oz any Thꝛee oz moze of His P2ivy Council in that 
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behalf, do on oꝛ befoꝛe the Thirtieth day of this inſtant June, depart out of the ſaid Cities of Lon- - 


don and Weſtminſter, and the Liberties and Suburbs thereof, and not return again, o2 come with: 
in Twenty miles of. the ſame Cities of London and Weſtminſter, o2 either of them, until after the 
Firſt dap of November next enſuing; And that they oz any of them do not, noꝛ ſhall not in the 
mean time wear, uſe, carry, 02 ride with any Swoꝛd, Piſtol, oꝛ other Arms oꝛ Weapons, And 


herein His Majeſty doth expect from all perſons tonterned, a due and punctual ſubmiſſion and 


confo2mity, at their perils, upon pain of His high diſpleaſure, Clilling and hereby Command⸗ 
ing the Lieutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, Yuſtices of the Peace, Conſtables, and other Dffi- 


ters and Miniſters, of and in the ſeveral: Counties, Cities and Places of this Kingdom and 


Dominion of Wales, to appꝛehend and ſeize the perſons, and take away the Arms and Weapons 


of all ſuch as ſhall be found faulty oꝛ Otfenders in, oꝛ tontrary to the purpoꝛt, true intent and 
meaning of this ig Majeſties Nopal Pꝛotlamation, and them to ſend to the Goal of the City 
o2 County where they are appzehended, ſending the Lo2ds of His Pajeſties Pziby Countil a 


Note of their Names, and of their particularDffences, that ſo they may be p2oceeded againſt 
foz their Contempts, attoꝛding to Juſtice,  *
